This summer Arkansans will 


spend several thousands of dol- 
lars on sunglasses. They! will 
pay from $.98 to $25.00 and up 
per pair. Many of those pur- 
chased will be of good quality; 
but substandard sunglasses rep- 
resent a large share of those 
sold. 


According to the National Safe- 


ty Council there are several rea- 
sons for the boom in sunglasses. 
We like to think that colored len- 
ses are worn solely for medical 
reasons, to prevent eye expo- 
sure to strong sun and glare, 
and to contribute to relaxation 
of the muscles of the eyelids 
and facial muscles. 


This, unfortunately, is not al- 


ways the case. Very often sun- 
glasses are worn according to 
the dictates of fashion, to gla- 
morize; for that "Hollywood 
look," to hide the fact that ad- 
vancing age requires corrective 
lenses. When worn for such fri- 
volous reasons eye injury may 
result and-imperfect lenses may 
cause muscular and nervous fati- 
gue because the eye must con- 
tinually acc6modate to these in> 
perfections, 


According to medical authori» 


ties, sunglasses should only be 
worn to prevent possible injury 
to the eyes because of light in* 
tensity, to the case of certain 
diseases, eye specialists will 
prescribe dark glasses, 


Sunglasses are available with 


three distinct types of lenses. 
Polarising lens absorbs the glare 
of certain light rays. Such lens 
reduces car hood and road glare 
and also enables the boating en* 
tlujsiast, fisherman, and swim 
{her to see beneath the water's 
surfact. 
surface. 


Coated or reflector&ed, Jen' 


ses are coated with a tbjn metal* 
lie film applied to one or both 
gi4es of the lenses. These can 
be purchase^ in varying sJiades 
of intensity of color. T}jo$e light 
in the center and dark at both 
the top and bottom are useful 
for boating and driving where 
there is both overhead and low- 


level glare. Coated lens, design- 
ed to reduce overhead glare only, 
can be purchased. 


Absorptive lens contains a 


chemical substance that acts to 
filter out specific light rays from 
the spectrum. Through the act- 
ion of these lenses, the eyes 
are protected from dangerous ul- 
traviolet and infrared rays. Sun- 
glasses with either of these types 
of lenses are effective, but the 
most efficient combines all three 
principles. 


The National Safety Council en- 


courages the would-be purchaser 
of sunglasses to exercise care 
in his selection. The best len- 
ses are optically ground and po- 
lished like the lenses in pres- 
cription glasses and are free of 
lines, blurs, or bubbles. Good 
quality plastic lenses have the ad- 
vantage of being shatter-resist- 
ant, light-weight and less expens- 
ive, but they require greater care 
in handling to prevent scratching. 


In general, a neutral grey tint 


is the best, A green tint is a 
good choice, Amber or yellow 
lens tend to sharpen contract 
and is effective on flat, hazy days, 
A larger lens offers the great- 
est surface protection, Clip-on 
sunglasses are usually too small 
to give adequate protection from 
glare and can increase the pro. 
blem of lens reflections of light 
from the face and from behind 
the wearer. 
Despite the foregoing para- 


graph, "clip'on's" are the kind 
of sunglasses this writer uses, 
and the kind that win be used 
frequently during the next two 
weeks vacation,

seeking to block the seating of 
Washington's delegation to the 
Democratic 
National Conven- 


tion was filed to federal court 
Thursday by backers of Sen. 
Eugene J, McCarthy. 


The suit contends that the 


process by which the 23 dele- 
gates and four alternates were 
chosen violated the constitution- 
al rights of McCarthy support* 
ers under the 1st, 9th and l4Ui 
amendments to the U.S. Consti* 
tution. 


Paul Pedersen, state chair- 


man of McCarthy's campaign, 
and seven others filed the 30- 
page complaint. 


Named as defendants were 


the state's top Democrats, to' 
eluding Sens. Warren 6, Magnu« 
son and Henry M. Jackson, its 
flve congressmen and former 
Gov, Albert D. Roselltoi, 


The suit alleges that support- 


ers of Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey allowed two contest, 
ed delegations at the state con- 
vention to vote on Ujeir own 
seatiRg, and contends that con* 
veotion oficials and committees 
HilaJ to abide by their own 
rules of procedure,

for Boswell 


UTTLE ROCK (AP>« Certi- 


fled vote tabulations from 58 of 
the state's 75 counties Friday 
tightened the ever so close race 
for the No, 2 spot in the Demo 
cratic gubernatorial runoff even 
more. 


Based on the certiflciation in 


the 58 counties and assuming no 
change in the unofficial totals 
in the other 17, Mrs. Virginia 
Johnson has 85,930 votes and 
Ted Boswell 85,625—a margin 
of 308 votes. 


Prior to certification, Mrs. 


Johnson's unofficial lead had 
been 505 votes. 


Certification of the vote In 


other counties should be avail' 
able today but the results will 
not be official until early next 
week. 


Boswell showed a net gain of 


440 votes in the 58 certified 
counties while Mrs. Johnson 
picked up 227 votes. Boswell's 
biggest gain was In Pulaski 
County where the adjusted fig- 
ures gave him 19,256 votes—a 
net gain of 225 votes. Mrs. 
Johnson polled 7,991 votes in 
Pulaski County. 


J. P. "Sonny" Lybrand, ex- 


ecutive secretary of the state 
Democratic party, urged elec- 
tion officials In all counties to 
send their certified counts to 
Little Rock as quickly as pos- 
sible. 


"We've got several close 


races and we need to get the 
second primary ballot printed 
as soon as possible to mail It 
out to absentee voters," Ly- 
brand said.

Polsters Say

NEW YORK (AP) - Top pol- 


lsters George H. Gallup Jr. and 
Louis Harris say that Gov. Nel- 
son A. Rockefeller "has now 
moved to an open lead" over 
Democratic presidential candi- 
dates Hubert H. Humphrey and 
Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy. 


They also said in a Joint state- 


ment Thursday that Richard M. 
Nixon would run an "extremely 
close" race In a contest involv- 
ing Humphrey and third party 
candidate George C. Wallace, 
"with Wallace perhaps holding 
the balance." 


Gallup and Harris disclosed 


these conclusions after their 
most recently published polls, 
taken in July, were in apparent 
contradiction and created con- 
siderable 
political repercus- 


sions as Republicans gathered 
In Miami Beach, Fla. for their 
national convention. 


uallup and Harris said two 


key factors accounted for the. 
apparent disparity in the polls: 
the time at which the polls were 
taken and the margin of error 
built Into the sampling process, 
"Public opinion changes over 
time, and each was an accurate 
reflection *t the time it was tak- 
en," they said. 


The Gallup Poll, published 


Monday and based on inter. 
views between July 19 and 81, 
showed Nixon defeating boto 
Humphrey and McCarthy wbile 
Rockefeller was only able to tt§ 
them. The Nixon camp cheered 
this survey. 


Then the Harris Poll, 


on interviews taken July 
became available Wed 
night and showed Rockefeller 
could prevail over either of the 
Democratic hopefuls while tffe* 
on could not. Rockefeller §«n* 
porters cheered. 


The GaJluprHarris statement 


further buoyed the Rockefeller 
camp, for the New York Repyb* 
liean has based Ws capjajp to 
upset Ntson for the GOP 
nation on convincing d 
that he is more popular 
voters than Nixon.
